W ashington City, Sep t. 2L—The Rsv. 
Father Jeremiah O’Sullivan, p astor of St. 
Peter’s Roman Catholic church, of this 
city, ws* Sunday consecrated bishop • of 
Mobile. 
Ala. vThe ceremonies attending 
the 
consecration, 
which 
were 
of 
an 
imp osing 
and 
imp ressive 
character, 
attracted to S t Peter’s church the most 
distinguished assemblage of Roman Catho­ 
lic clergy and laity that ever gathered 
together here. 
The church was not one- 
fourth large enough to hold the p eop le who 
desired to witness the ceremonies and f ully 
3,000 p eop le awaited around the churcfc 
during the services which lasted three and 
one-balf boura 
The ceremonies began by a p rocession 
which moved around the church entering 
at the main door and p roceeding by way or 
the right aisle to the sanctuary. 
Arch­ 
bishop Gibbons, of Baltimore; 
Bishop s 
Keane, of Richmond, V a.; Kain. of Weal­ 
ing, W. Va., and Northrop , of Charleston, 
S. C., were p re?ent 
The venerable arch­ 
bishop officiated as oonsecrator. 
At the 
conclusion of the ceremonies Bishop O’Sul­ 
livan was invested with the mitre,

bishop 's hat was p laned ou his head and the 
ceremonies attending the consecration of 
the first Roman Catholic bishop that ever 
took p lace in Washington were concluded.

P h il ippo po lis, Sep t 21 .—Prince Alexan­ 
der has issued a p roclamation announcing 
that in accordance with the withes of the 
entire p op ulace he assumes sovereignty over 
the two p rovinces of North and Houtb Bui 
garia. 
Measures will be taken to p reserva 
lie ace, and all who op p ose the new govern­ 
ment will be severely p unished.

The Turkish and Greek p ortion of the in­ 
habitants have thanked the government 
here for having taken measures for their 
defense, and have offered their services in 
resisting a Turkish invasion.

[Review o f Hare's “ Studies in Russia.”! 
la extraordinary contrast to the stories so 
generally told of the dangers from which the 
czar shrinks, and which we know to have 
basis of fact, is Mr. Hare’s assertion of the 
stupefaction with which the people as a 
whole consider his person. 
“ It is certain 
that no position of temptation can possibly 
be more terrible than that of the czar, who, 
nourished in self-idolatry , constantly hears 
his infallibility proclaimed by 82,000,000 of 
his subjects. 
And it is extraordinary that, 
in spite of such temptation, all the sover­ 
eigns since the time of Peter the Great and 
the empire have lived in various degrees ac­ 
cording to the light for the good of their 
people. 
They have not, however, alway s 
continued the liberal policy of Peter, and 
under several of the sovereigns who suc­ 
ceeded Catherine II genius was alway s con­ 
sidered a sure passport for Siberia. 
It 
did 
not 
create 
surprise 
when 
one 
day at the council 
of censure a high 
official declared that ‘every writer is a bear 
who ought to be kept in chains.’ 
Under the 
Emperor Nicholas none, even of the books 
published under his predecesrors, could be 
brought out again 
unless submitted to 
changes, so vigilant was the censorship of 
the press. 
Men o f letters were somewhat freer under 
Alexander IL 
The co nservative Russia — 
the go vernment which administered the 
co untry witho ut the participatio n o f the 
peo ple—seemed to be passing away. The in­ 
fluence given by freedo m 
to literature was 
speedily felt, and o ne o f its direct co nse­ 
quences was the emancipatio n o f the serfs. 
But it was due still mo re to the impulses o f 
the empero r himself, and ft was no t appar­ 
ently 
due 
at 
all 
to 
the 
serfs. 
They scarcely hailed it 
with 
enthusi­ 
asm. 
When they fo und that, 
altho ugh 
they 
had 
free 
land, 
they 
had also 
to Pa3' go vernment taxes, they were no t dis­ 
po sed to lo o k upo n emancipatio n as an un- 
mi xe i bo o n. Mr. Hare affirms that a co n­ 
siderable pro po rtio n o f the serf3 still regret 
their freedo m. 
In serfage they were pro ­ 
vided fo r in o ld age, their do cto r’s bills were 
paid when sick, they had an hereditary in­ 
terest in their pro prieto r and his belo ngings 
and he in them and if their lo rd was to o 
cruel they had a remedy. 
They assassinated 
him. 
‘ There is so mething very grand in 
the name o f liberty,” said the philanthro ­ 
pist. 
“But can it feed o ne?” asked the serf. 
The superstitio ns o f the peo ple are largely 
paganish. 
The mytho lo gy is co pio us and 
gro tesque, and the ho mage paid o ld heathen­ 
ish deities is transferred, it is said, to the 
saints o f the Russian church. 
So absurd is 
the belief in the supernatural that, fo r ex­ 
ample, in o ne part o f the co untry it is fo r­ 
bidden to break up the smo ldering ruins o f 
fago ts with a po ker; who so co mmits such 
an act runs the risk o f causing his nearest 
deceased relatio ns to fall into hell. 
Their 
image wo rship has undergo ne no change 
during centuries. 
Every ho use has its 
-brines and its statues, and whenever the 
Russian entei*s a new dweling fo r the first 
time he salutes first the statues, then the 
co mpany. 
The spirit o f o bedience to all in autho rity 
appears to be carried to excess. 
On o ne o c­ 
casio n, when u bo at was upset o n the Neva, 
the o rder was given to rescue especially the 
o fficers o f the guards. 
“Are yo u o fficers o f 
the guards?” cried o ut the rescuing party to 
individuals struggling in the river. 
Their 
mo uths were to o full o f water to answer, 
and the po o r fello ws went do wn. On ano ther 
o ccasio n a detachment was sent to water 
the parade gro und. 
A heavy sho wer sud­ 
denly fell, but the watering pro ceeded; “it 
was so o rdered.” 
W hether the frightful punishments in­ 
flicted o n diso bedience have aught to do 
with this blind do cility Mr. Hare do es no t 
pretend to ascertain. 
But he is certain that 
these punishments are no t so appalling to 
the Russian who suffers them as they ap­ 
pear to us, fro m who se discipline barbarity 
is so rapidly disappearing. 
Flo gging, which 
is still used in Russia and which used to lie 
inflicted 
f ir 
religio us as well as civil 
o ffenses, is said to be esteemed “o nly a little 
stro nger than go o d brandy and pepper.” 
The T artar punishment fo r debt seems 
so mewhat wo rse than even no rthern Siberia 
•an be. 
The unfo rtunate debto r is beaten 
in public daily by the public executio ner 
upo n the shin bo ne fo r an ho ur at tho time. 
Why that particular bo ne was selected is 
no t explained. 
Perhaps the lo cality o f the 
to rture was meant to stimulate the sufferer 
to greater zeal in finding the wherewith to 
cancel his o bligatio n. 
But the frequent ap­ 
plicatio n o f the remedy wo uld in time ren­ 
der any effo rt impo ssible, and it is pleasing 
fo r o nce to learn th at a Russian o fficial can 
be bribed. 
The shin bo ne can escape so me­ 
thing o f the ago ny if the debto r pay the exe­ 
cutio ner fo r deftly inserting an iro n plata 
where it will receive the wo rst o f the blo w. 
Bo universal is the disho nesty o f the peo - 
I ie, acco rding to the co nvictio n o f Mr. Hare 
and numero us o thers who m he quo tes, that 
it is said po pularly o f the peasants by them ­ 
selves: 
"The peasant may be stupid but he 
wo uld make o nly o ne mo uthful o f Go d him- 
« elf.*’ 
Their superstitio usness is called o n to 
detect crime, altho ugh it do es no t appar­ 
ently 
rep ress stealing. 
When a ho use is 
r tbe i the mistress summo ns the suspected 
perso ns and a witch. The witch, o r Babushka, 
takes a piece o f bread and kneads it into 
as many little balls as there are perso ns 
j reseat; then she places a vessel o f water in 
front o f her and makes all present stan I 
aro und in a semi-circle. 
Taking o ne o f the 
balls she lo o ks fixedly at tho first perso n and 
>ays: “Ivan Ivano vitch, if yo u are guilty 
j o ur so ul will fall into hell as this ball falls 
to the bo tto m.” 
Ivan Ivano vitch, if guilty, 
kno ws that the ball will fall to the bo tto m; 
and rather than risk the implied co ns*, 
quences he generally o wns up. 
It is likely that the flo o d was the last gen­ 
eral bath in Russia. 
Personal cleanliness is 
all but unknown. 
The food o f the peasants 
comprises many things rejected as unclean 
o r o ffensive to the rest of the world aud 
their sanitary condition is one of hopeless­ 
ness whose effects in any climate but their 
own would be appalling. 
The temper of 
the peo ple is very sad. 
They sing melan­ 
choly soogs, drink much, talk little, and feel 
.-mail concern about life.

A FAMOUS PETITION. 


the 
How the Salvation Army Stormed 
House of Commons. 
[Pall Mall Budget] 
Tho monster petition of the Salvation 
Army in favor of raising the age of protec­ 
tion for girls, convey ed reoently from the 
congress hall at Clapton to Westminster, 
was about four or five feet in diameter, and 
was placed on a wagon drawn by four 
horses, accompanied by the band and a 
special detachment—the Life Guards—of 
the Salvation Army , wearing white helmets. 
Several mounted guards were in the ran 
and rear of the procession. On each gable 
of the covering for the wagon were the 
words: “ In the name of God and the people, 
and the Queen Mother and the nation, the 
Salvation Army demands that this iniquity 
shall cease.” On the sides appeared the 
words, “ Salvation Army petition for tho 
protection of y oung girls,” and a notifica­ 
tion that the monster petition contained 
39 3,000 signatures, an enumeration which 
the officer in chargo of the procession stated 
was under tho mark. 
Most of the signatures 
were obtaiued in London. 
On oach corner 
of the wagon were banners with the word 
“ Beware.” 
The procession 
was 
dispersed by the 
police at the point where it entered the 
Embankment, at the foot of Northumber­ 
land avenua 
Only the wagon with its 
guard was allowed to para along the Em­ 
bankment, and the convey ance itself was 
stopped when it got within 500 y ards of the 
house of parliament 
Thence the petition 
was carried, with the aid of long handles 
attached to tho winch-like arrangement 
around which it was wound, towards the 
house of commons, a large crowd accom­ 
pany ing it 
When the bearers of the peti­ 
tion reached the 6t Stephen’s entrance of 
the house, a-few minutes after 3 o’clock, 
cheers were raised on all bands, and as it 
passed into the hall (into which only a few 
selected persons were permitted to follow it) 
a Hallelujah lass exclaimed. 
“ Hallelujah 1 
The devil’s defeated I Victory !” 
What succeeded may J ustly be described 
as a historical incident 
Three dozen red- 
guernsoy ed 
and 
white-helmeted 
“ Life 
Guards,” with “ Salvation Army ” stamped 
on their breasts and backs, and “ He can 
save to the uttermost” embroidered upon 
their garments like a shield, passed up the 
hall, headed by “ Col.” NIcol, under the di­ 
rection cf Superintendent Denning, and sur­ 
rounded by a « elect crowd. 
As the half- 
dozen rod-coated bearers of the petition and 
their comrades supporting them made their 
way into the outer lobby , thenco into the 
sacred inner lobby , and finally into the 
house itself, a striking spectacle was pre­ 
sented, and when the place, the people and 
tho cause were all considered in conjunc­ 
tion. the scene became deeply impressive 
and significant. 


A Finland Hath Ho use.

In cro ssing the co untry I no ticed that 
no ar every farm o r settlem ent there was a 
small lo g hut with o penings all darkened by 
smo ke, and cn asking what it was always 
received an answer that it was the savna.

Every Saturday tho savna 
is u» ed by the whole family , the servants of 
the iurin, and any guest that may be desir­ 
ous of participating. 
A huge log fire is lit 
on a hearth in the room, and when the 
bricks or stones are red hot cold watar is 
poured on them, which soon fills tho room 
with steam. 
Who« all is ready tho bathers 
gather, of both sexes and all ages, simply in 
the state in which we are told oar first pro­ 
genitors disported themselves, and this even 
if the mercury i> frozen to a lump in the 
the bulb. 
When the room is full fresh water is 
poured on the stones, and the bathers begin 
to belabor oach other with birch twi)gs, an 
operation which has about the same effect 
as rubbing down the nude form by a hard 
brush and a powerful hostler would have. 
When the bath is over, and a profuse per­ 
spiration has been caused by tho whipping 
and the steam, the whole company adjourn 
to the snow outride, in which another bath 
takes place. 
This over, the bathers adjourn 
to various directions in the same clothing 
they carae. 
I had many opportunities of 
witnessing tin- spectacle on my lengthy 
journey mho the h**art of Finland.

The funeral of the murdered boy , 
Thiel, at Elgin, was largely attended. 
About one hundred y oung ladies, in long 
white veils, members of the Sodality , 
were in attendance. 


The officers are still in earnest and anx­ 
ious search for evidence that the guilty 
person, whoever it may be, shall answer 
under the law for the cruel murder com­ 
mitted near this city . 
Quite a number 
of citizens have joined in the search for 
articles near the scene of the murder that 
j 
would throw additional light upon the 
mistery that at first surrounded the tenri-1 
ble crime. 
As the boa constrictor tight- 
j 
ens its grasp upon its victim so do the ! 
concatenation of circumstances that are 
developed each day and each hour slowly < 
but surely form a chain of facts which j 
appear to coil about the man Mosse nnd j 
point unerringly to him as the fiend ! 
who committed the diabolical murder. 
To-day the Marshal found the heavy hard 
wood round of a stair balustrade that 
was used by the Hpiller boy as a base 
ball club 
It is broken in two pieces 
and 
both 
parts 
have 
been 
found 
and they match exactly in the break. 
The club is identified as the Spiller boy 's 
base ball club, which was missing, and 
that Mosse probably took from the house, 
where he boarded, to be used for the mur­ 
derous purposes, it is now believed that 
he did use it. 
Both pieces of this club, 
made of hard blackwalnut, were found 
near the scene of the murder 
While not 
enough evidence has y et been developed 
to fasten the guilt, “ without a doubt,” 
upon Mosse, still, so surely are circum­ 
stances coming to light that appear to 
point to him as the wretch, that we have 
no doubt of the final result. 
□There are many rumors afloat, which 
have not the slightest foundation in fact. 
The Evkniko 
T elegri ’H, when a rumor re­ 
garding the murder makes its appearance, 
tracks up the origin and finds, if possi­ 
ble, what truth there is in it 
Thus it is 
that this paper has, up t® the present 
writing, given all the important facts of 
the murder that have come to light. The 
rumors about the sleeve buttons; the 
night ride in the two-horse carriage with 
the third party ; and the many other ru­ 
mors that we might mention, have no 
foundation in fact. No third party has 
been identified as connected with the 
murder. 
It is not now believed, conards 
to the contrary notwithstanding, that 
Mosse had a confederate. 


One of the strange circumstances con 
nected with the recent murder was that 
of Mrs. Brautigam’s dream that y oung 
Thiel had been murdered. 
He boarded 
with Mrs. B. and she speaks of him as a 
very fine boy . 
Mrs. Brautigam related 
her dream before the discovery of the 
murder. 


Martin fctrausser, of Rosebrook’s liv­ 
ery stable, states that Mosse came to the 
barn on Thursday , the 10th instant, to 
engage a “ rig” and on noticing Thiel 
passing on the opposite side of the street 
Mosse crossed over and had a talk with 
him. 
On returning to the barn he was 
asked who he had been talking with and 
in reply he said. 
“The y oung man is a 
cousin of mine, and a book agent from 
Chicago and is making lots of money . 
I 
asked him to go riding with me but he 
did not have time.” 
The Elgin 
Every S a tu rd a y 
in speak­ 
ing of the murdered boy say s; 
“A short 
time ago y oung Thiel left Elgin for Rock­ 
ford, Belvidere and other points, in com­ 
pany with Ed Fitsimmons, to canvass 
for some Catholic publication. 
He had 
been heard from by his family here on 
several occasions, but y esterday came the 
terrible news of what seems to be a horri­ 
ble murder. The y oung man was eighteen 
y ears old and for a number of y ears 
worked in the watch factory . John Thiel, 
a brother of the dead man, accompanied 
Marshal Powers to Dixon last night.”

and or twelve thousand (lollnrs for the 
building of a soldiers’ monument is inex­ 
pedient and impracticable. 
No one pretends that the board has 
; any legal right to levy » tax for such a
